Describe architectural features. Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terms of other buildings 
within the community. 

This typical, 1 1/2-story, rectangular, 5 x 2-bay, ship's bow, roof, full Cape 
Cod house form or double house has been extensively expanded over time with 
interconnected rear and side ells as is characteristic of nineteenth-century 
farmsteads in New England. A 1-story, gable-roofed, lateral ell with a 
modern, end-wall chimney extends off the west elevation. A long, 1-story 
addition, now apparently housing bedrooms is perpendicularly-oriented off its 
northwest corner. A modern, shed-roofed, sun porch is located along the west 
elevation of the main block in the corner created by the side ell. 

Standard of such dwellings in Eastham, detail is sparse, limited to end 
boards, boxed cornice with narrow eaves and a center entry of 4-panel, wooden 
door with plain trim surmounted by a 4-light transom. Fenestration 
principally consists of late, nineteenth-century, 2/1, double-hung sash with 
plain trim, but varies to include some 2/2 lights on the east elevation and 
6/6, double-hung sash in the rear ell and sun porch. The location of the 
windows tight against the eaves indicates an construction date prior to 1830. 
The main chimney has been rebuilt at least twice and is located off center on 
the ridge line. 

Also on site, northwest of the dwelling near the end of the rear ell, is a 
modern garage. A long, rectangular, gable-roofed, shingled, shed/barn is 
located north of the dwelling. It has end boards, a sliding door, an asphalt- 
shingled roof and a gable-roofed attachment on its west elevation.

Nauset Road was a local loop off King's Highway in the north of Eastham 
built during the Federal Period. By the end of the 1700 's, a windmill was 
located at the west shore of Salt Pond. That mill may be the one moved to 
Eastham Center. On the 1831 map of Eastham, another windmill is indicated 
further north on the west side of Nauset Road. These structures indicate a 
developed agricultural presence at the southern end of Nauset Road. By 1831, 
a small hamlet was in place at the junction of Nauset Road and King's Highway 
which included at least one commercial establishment. A school was also 
located in the neighborhood just south of the windmill. The windmill, which 
had been run by Isaiah Gill and Freemen Horton, was out of operation and 
dismantled by 1865. 

The farm at 2310 Nauset Road is known locally as "Wunderstrand. " 
Title research by Rosemary Abbott on file at the Eastham Historical Society 
Archives and notes provided by owners, Dr. and Mrs. Charles Barton, trace 
the property to Elkanah Cole who is represented at the site on the 1858 
Walling map of Eastham. The dwelling came into the possession of farmer,

HISTORICAL NARRATIVE (continued) 

Thomas K. Gill in 1861, to whom it is attributed on the 1880 and 1908 maps 
of Eastham. Thomas K. Gill (d. April 2, 1912) , is listed as a farmer on 
Nauset Road in the 1901 resident directory of Eastham. Gill apparently 
assembled the house and land in five, separate parcels from various owners 
including Salvin Sears who had purchased this dwelling and land, "formerly the 
residence of Elkanah Cole of Eastham, 1859." The tight location of the top of 
first floor windows at the eaves indicates the house was likely built 
before 1830. Local tradition which suggests the house dates from the 1700 's 
has not been documented. Substantiation requires further deed research and 
more closer physical examination by an architectural historian. 

The property remained in the possession of the Gill family until 1948. 
The son of Thomas K. Dill, Fred F. Dill (d. 1946), inherited the farm. 
His wife, Nellie M. Dill (d. 1948) survived him for two years. The holding 
was purchased from her estate by Agatha Whitright in 1953.

STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE by Terry Adams 



The house at 2310 Nauset Road is a 1 1/2-story full Cape with a single central chimney. Typical of New 
England farmsteads, the house has been extensively expanded over time with interconnected rear and side ells. 
Local tradition has it that the house dates to the 1 8th century, but the date of original construction has not been 
documented. MHC staff require additional information about surviving historic interior features and about the 
house's physical evolution (e.g., construction dates for the various additions) in order to evaluate the eligibility 
potential of this property.
